Saratoga Springs, N. August S— J. O. Keene’s 
Kateuka accounted for the Troy Stakes of $1.54M), 
at five and one-half furlongs, featuring the after - 
noon’s eurd. She scored over an ordinary hand 
of youngsters, the ra«*e being under selling con- 
ditions, with $3,090 the top price. Passing Fancy 
landed second money and County Court was third. 
Fight started. The Beverwyck Stable, taking ad 
vantage of the rule allowing starters to U* added 
conditionally that they assume top weight and be 
entered for the highest selling price, added the 
filly Alone At I.ast. Katenka’s performance was 
nothing sensational, but it was a vastly improved 
one over her last race. That she was exacted to 
run in improved form was foreshadowed in the 
betting, for the wise ones supported her with con- 
fidence. She was in serious danger of getting 
pinched off several times in tin* early running but 
Lykes jxrsisted in sticking close to the inner rail 
and this saved muelt ground for her. besides en- 
abling her to wear Passing Fancy down in tin* 
final eighth and win with s|x*ed in reserve.

A hard shower this morning benefited the 
track considerably. for it packed the here- 
tofore loose dirt and made the going firmer and 
faster. The threatening weather did not have a 
deterring effect on the attendance, while the mois- 
ture clarified the atmosphere considerably and 
brought relief from the sweltering heat of yester- 
day. 

The three-quarters handicap, which followed the 
stake race, was taken by It. F. Carman’s Startling 
in lucky fashion, as lie was benefited by a fast 
sendoff and had a clear track for the entire race, 
whereas Blind Baggage, which ran as if best, was 
away slowly and suffered additionally by Prince of 
Como leaning against him through most of the 
stretch racing. 

Garter, which found it a difficult task to stay a 
half mile at a fast pace before lxdng put to jump- 
ing. made a show of his opponents in the about 
two-miles race through the field, lie fenced fault- 
lessly and won from Saudow. the pacemaker, with 
Sixty -Four landing third. 

II. P. Whitney’s Hard Cash showed a splendid 
]*erformance in the oixoier. winning as his rider 
pleased and running like a high-class colt. 

R. F. Carman scored his second victory of tin* 
afternoon when his G. M. Miller made a show of 
those starting in the fifth race. Nophtliys, the 
favorite, ran a had race and finished last. 

W. 4. Young stated this morning that tin* crack 
tliree-year-old Bulse. while apparently over the 
trouble resulting from his bowed tendon and taking 
bis light exercise in good style, will not race this 
year, as it is the intention to save him for next 
year. Leo Ray. which also suffered a t lowed tendon 
in the Clark Handicap at Churchill Downs, is 
training in g«xxl fashion and will race again at the 
Kentucky fall meetings. 

George 4. Long’s three-year-old 4asper is taking 
his jumping lessons in great style here and trainer 
Pete Coyne will nominate him lilx*ratlly for the fall 
steeplechases, including the Harbor Hill Cup.

Trainer Jack McCormack of the James Butler 
stable will have thirty -five yearlings added to his 
present string «»f older racers. The youngsters are 
now being broken at the Butler farm near Yonkers. 

Jockey Tom McTaggurt lias severed his connec- 
tions, for the time being, with the H. 1*. Whitney 
stable. Increasing weight and the hot weather is 
said to have been the cause. McTaggurt will en- 
deavor later to reduce his surplus weight gradually 
and resume riding next fall.

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KENTUCKY'S FALL RACING CAMPAIGN. 

Notes of Attractions Offered and Improvements in 
Progress at Louisville and Latonia. 



Louisville, Ky., August 8. — M. 4. Winn, manager 
of the Cnurchill Downs track, is home from the 
Ansf for a short st-iy liefore he returns to l^iurel, 
at whieli place vast improvements are lieing made. 
Since li is arrival here he lias been siqierintending 
the improvements now under way at the Downs 
and attending to the details of the coming fall 
meeting there, which begins this fall on Wednes- 
day. Septemlier 27. and concludes after eight days 
of racing on Thursday, October 5. 

The stake blanks for the St. Leger Handicap and 
other stake events at the Downs are now being 
mailed out by Secretary Applegate, these events 
lM*ing set to close for entries on August 22. 

The improvements at tin* Downs, which will be 
all completed long before tin* date of the fall meet- 
ing. consist of two new barns below the clubhouse, 
which contain sixty-eight stalls and increases the 
stable capacity at this plant to 730 stalls. The 
old shed row. known as numtier three on the 
Fourth avenue line of the track, has been torn 
away and a new blacksmith shop set up at that 
place. A new fence, now running even on the 
Fourth avenue line, has also been put up. There 
are quite a number of horses at present in quarters 
at the Downs track and many more will be shipped 
there in the next few weeks from the various 
racing points of the country. 

A. K. Mncomber’s band of yearlings by Uncle, 
which horse sent Old Rosebud and Little Nephew 
to the races, are now there in charge of William 
Reed, who was formerly connected with the train- 
ing stables of 4. O. Keene and T. P. Hayes. There 
are seven of these youngsters, four colts and three 
fillies, and they have gone through the breaking 
process in good condition and are highly promising 
as racing prospects. The seventeen head of year- 
lings that the owner of Star llawk purchased in 
England recently, will upon their arrival in this 
country lx* shipped to the Downs track and join 
the youngsters by Uncle that Reed has under his 
can. 

Another big stable at the Downs is a division of 
George 4. Long’s racing string which contains four- 
teen horses, twelve of which are yearlings. In the 
next few days five other yearlings owned by Mr. 
Long, and now quartered at Bashford Manor Farm, 
are to lie brought to the Downs and will join his 
stable now there. It had lieen hoped that it would 
1 m* iiossible to again attempt to train Ralph and 
Rochester this fall, but Mr. Long is exceedingly 
doubtful if either will ever lx* put in training 
again. He now thinks that neither one of them 
will stand preparation for racing. 

Among the yearlings in the I^ong establishment 
are two colts, the first of the progeny of Free 
Lance and they have attracted as much attention 
as any youngsters now in training here. One of 
them is an exact image almost of his great sire 
and seems almost certain to lx* a sensational young- 
ster if lie meets with no mishaps in his prepara- 
tion as a yearling and a two-year-old. This colt 
lias the easy way of going of his sire ami seems 
in fact just the type of a youngster that can be 
expected to develop into a Derby winner. Free 
Lance was such a great race horse and is so richly 
bred that there seems no doubt that he will lx* a 
successful sire. The yearlings by him now in 
training show that he has stamped his impress on 
his sons. 

John Hachmeister. manager of the Douglas Park 
and Latonia Jockey Flubs, will leave Latonia the 
last of the week for a trip to Saratoga and 
Uanadian tracks for a couple of weeks or more, 
to solicit entries for the stakes at Douglas Park 
and Latonia. The chief events at these two courses 
are the two big eup races, the Louisville Uup at 
Douglas Park with $2,300 added and the laitonia 
Fup. at the latter track with $5,000 added. He 
looks for horsemen to patronize heavily the long- 
distance races in Kentucky, as he has increased the 
added money to Ixitli these events and, in fact, 
doubled the amount heretofore hung up for the 
Latonia big race. He looks for a marvellous meet- 
ing at the latter course as all the Canadian 
tracks will lx* closed during t lie* Latonia meeting, 
which begins on Saturday. October 7. and con- 
cludes on Saturday, October 28, a racing ix*riod of 
nineteen days. 

O.i his return to Kentucky from Fanada and the 
east lie will bring his force at once to iHniglas 
Park and open the office there to prepare for the 
coming fall meeting of eight racing days at that 
course. 

W. H. Shelley while at the Lexington fair this 
week will begin the preparation of liis book pro- 
gram for the coining meeting at Lexington, which 
oneus the fall racing season in Kentucky oil 
Wednesday. September 6, and concludes on Satur- 
day, September 16. During the racing at Lexing- 
ton he will put on several long-distance ra«*es — - 
one at a mile and a quarter and another at a mile 
and a half — as preliminary trials for the long- 
distance races at the other tracks, embracing the 
Louisville Fup, two miles, at Douglas Park: the 
St. Ix*ger Handicap, two miles ami a quarter, at 
Fhurchill Downs, and the Latonia Flip, two miles 
and a quarter, at Latonia. He will also have on

PARMER MUCH PLEASED WITH SARATOGA. 



Expects Nine Hundred or More Horses for the 
Second Windsor Meeting. 



Detroit. Mich.. August 8. — ‘‘Saratoga is having 
the greatest racing meeting these days since the at- 
tempt to kill the sport which was made nine years 
ago.” remarked Walter 0. Parmer, secretary of 
tin* Windsor Jockey Flub upon his return from there 
this morning. “No gayer place in this union ex- 
ists at this time than the fashionable watering 
resort in New York State. Racing has come back 
to its own there, and the crowds of fashionables 
and the wealthy have flocked there to enjoy the 
sport. It is u renaissance in racing, the most opti- 
mistic have wished several years to witness. Dur- 
ing his stay at Saratoga. Mr. Parmer superintended 
the annual sale of tin* yearlings owned and bred by 
himself and associate. George M. Ilendrie at the 
Edenwold Farm in Tennessee. 

“The prices for the thirty-eight head sold were 
gratifying indeed and somewhat ahead of the sums 
received for similarly bred thoroughbreds last year 
at the same track A colt by Star Shoot — Oliiyesa, 
tiie star of the sale, brought $4,700, Richard F. 
Farman being the purchaser, while a couple of 
Plaudit colts and a youngster by Sir John Johnson 
brought creditable priees. The Beverwyck Stable 
bought the sou of The Commoner — Ilortensia, u 
brother to Fommousin and Marianao. which rail 
one- two in ;i rat ;* at Windsor tlu- o t h er week. Sev- 
eral of The Fommoner’s get, his last, brought ex- 
ceptionally good prices.” 

Mr. Parmer said several of the stables now racing 
at Saratoga will be shipped to Windsor for the sec- 
ond summer meeting starting August 16. “The 
easterners regard the Windsor meetings as being 
the most animated and lx*st patronized of any held 
in the middle west and they like Detroit as a sum- 
mer stopping place during the races across the 
river.” lie added. “The steady advance in the 
purse offerings here is a strong lure to the owners 
at the Spa. the same as at all other points in the 
country. Few meetings, if any. offer purses of 
$84 Hi and a daily handicap of $1,000, as is the case 
with the Windsor Jockey Flub. 

“We expect to house in the neighborhood of 900 
horses for the coming meeting, which will lx* nearly 
300 more than we had for the first summer week. 
This will provide sufficient to arrange a program 
each day that will surpass in attractiveness any 
the opixisition might provide.” 

SARATOGA AND THE SARATOGIANS. 

Saratoga Springs is the Villa of villages. It re- 
fuses to stay dead, no matter how reasonable its 
extinction appears to lx*. When racing reached low 
tide, the sages remarked that Saratoga was a 
goner: racing might come hack, but the old water- 
ing place could not. But back it is. as iioptilar as 
ever. It is not the Saratoga of eight or ten years 
ago. when Fanfield and his rivals were wide open 
and when Gates and Drake pleaded to lx* permitted 
to bet five or ten thousand more on the chances 
of the last king preceding the last ace in the flow 
from the faro lx*x. But the horses are there, prob- 
ably because it was known that the people would 
lx* there; and the ix*ople are there because of the 
presence of the horses, those noble animals which 
are raced for the improvement of the human temper. 

Sticklers will object to the reference to Saratoga 
as a village, its incorporation as a city having been 
accomplished last year. But the oldsters will al- 
ways tli ink of it as a village, just as surely as they 
will never refer to it as “the Spa.” Say “Spa” to 
any one in Saratoga Springs and he will think you 
have Ballston in mind. 

Going to Saratoga is a habit, like corner loung- 
ing. The place is the home of concentrated gos- 
sip. If the visitor loses $2,000 at the track and 
his wife rebukes him, ever body knows about it that 
night, but nobody blames either visitor or wife. 
The widest and most harmless gossip is about the 
horses. Why was Regret short in her last race? 
Is Whatsthis going to start tomorrow? What was 
the liest price laid against Hot Aeroplane? Bumble - 
foot carried two pounds overweight. They say 
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laid out courses in all North America. The Jockey 
Club Juarez truck lias held annual winter rare 
meetings of long duration since it was first com- 
pleted in 1909 and has the distinction of having 
distributed among horsemen in purses and stakes to 
date close to a million and a Jialf dollars. In 
recent years the Jockey Club Juarez course has 
proved a financial success.

Some mumble about Harry Bassett and Jo** Cot- 
ton. Others, who stll wear hats with gay rib 
bens, will not go back further in their talk than 
t li i rt v years. They saw Emperor of Norfolk l»eat 
King Fish. They picked up a day’s expenses when 
Hanover, ridden by MeLoughlin. won the l nited 
States Hotel Stakes at 1 to 10. They chatter 
of Kingston and what a sprinter he was. They 
are inclined to be pessimistic. Colin V No such 
two-year-old as Morello. StronilndiV ^ on should 
have seen Hamburg. Jockeys nowadays can’t judge 
pace as Isaac Murphy did. Even the drinks have 
gone back: a Union punch ought to have three 
blackberries in it.

GREAT RACE MARES OF THE PAST. 

Blink Bonny, Crucifix, Achievement, Sceptre, Vir- 
ago, Pretty Polly and Other Stars. 



The Epsom Derby was established as far back as 
1780; yet. strangely enough, in the long list of 
equine winners only six fillies have been success- 
ful. The first to win the blue ribbon of the turf 
was Eleanor (1801): then c me Blink Bonny (1857). 
followed by Sliotover (1882). while the sensational 
outsider, Signorinetta. won in 1908. Tagalie in 1912 
and Fifinella the 1916 winner completes the select 
list. Not one of the sextette can compare with other 
famous mares that have been unsuccessful when 
running in Epsom’s chief classic: notably Lady 

Filina beth (1808). La Fleelie (1892) and Sceptre 
(1902). Neither will the above-mentioned heroines 
go down to posterity as the best of all time. That 
unique distinction opens up a topic of much argu- 
ment when each decade seems to bring forth 
famous mare whose admirers at once claim for her 
the highest pinnacle of fame and class her as “the 
mare of the century.” 

In the earlv part of the last century the famous 
Chifinys stood fast to Fleur do Lis. Then came 
Crucifix, whom lw>th John Day and John Kent each 
favored as the ln*st of a very long era. John Por- 
ter. the late muster of Kingsclere. and George 
Hodgman. our oldest race course follower, each 
stand by Virago. Racing men of the sixties in a 
large majority swear by Lady Elizabeth. The late 
II. Custanee. who was riding in a great age. would 
hear of no man* to be the equal of Achievement, 
while the renowned F. Archer, who rode in no fewer 
than 8.084 races he won 2.746 —always dec 1 i rod in 
favor of Wheel of Fortune. There an* many other 
famous mares one calls to memory that have each 
a host of admirers, but to include another dozen, 
each with high claims, they would bo Beeswing. 
Alice Hawthorn. Queen of Trump**. Cobweb. Apol 
ogy. Hannah. Mari** Stuart. Formosa. La Fleelie. 
Si-eptre and l*n tty Polly, not forgetting the famous 
French -bred Fill** «le l’Air. Eleanor won lH*th tin* 
Derbv and Oaks in 1801. a double which Blink 
Bonny (1*57). Signorinetta (1908) and Fifinella 
(19161 afterwards completed. Sliotover did not 
run in tin* Oaks, but she hud previously won 
the Two Thousand Guineas in a canter, but failed 
in the St. Ix*ger to Dutch Oven and Geheimniss. 
That year tin* fillies won the five classic races, 
the only occasion on record. 

Fleur do Lis won two Goodwood Cups in the royal 
livery, on llo* first occasion for King George IV. 
and the following year. 1X30. for King William IV. 
Siie was a remarkable mare over a distance, and 
won twenty other races. At the stud Fleur de Lis 
produced Sovereign, which, when imported to Amer- 
ica. sired Prioress — the mare which won a sensa- 
tional Cesarewitch after a dead heat between three 
in 1857. 

Then, after a lapse, came tin* wonderful Crucifix 
in 1839. During lhat year she won nine races, in- 
cluding the .Inly Stakes, Chesterfield Stakes and 
Criterion Slakes, which brought her owner. Lord 
George Rentiiick. $22,835 in stakes a poor com 
parisou to the $67.4X0 which Pretty Polly won in 
the same number of races during 1908. As a three - 
year-old Crucifix started but three times, winning 
tin* On* Thousand Guineas. Two Thousand Guineas 
and Epsom Oaks. In the latter race the horses wen* 
delayed an hour at tin* post through no fewer than 
sixteen fails** stairts. “Sin* can afford to flirt with 
tin* 1 m*s t of them for half ai day,” her owner re- 
marked ais sin* eventually got left fully fifty yards, 
a distance she could have given four times, so 
supreme was her superiority over her rivals on 
tlmt day. On the Oaks her owner won $100,060. and 
aibout three times tlmt amount during her brief 
racing career. At the stud Crucifix gained further 
celebrity through her son. Surplice, the Derby and 
St. Leger winner of 18-16. The famous Virago 
cainic on the turf as :i meteor in 1854. aifter having 
run unplaced in a selling race as a two-year-old. 
As a three -year -old Virago won Inith the City and 
Suburban and Great Metropolitan Stakes on the 
same afternoon: then the Great Northern Handicap. 
Flying Dutchman’s Handicap. Nassau Stakes. York- 
shire Oaks and Doncaster Cup; not a bad sequence 
for a filly that originally cost but $1,500. 

The Virago boom had hardly died out when tin* 
marvelous Achievement made her debut on tin* 
turf in 1x66. As a two-year-old Achievement car- 
ried off in quirk succession tin* Wood cote Stakes. 
New Stakes. July Stakes. Chesterfield Stakes. 
Champagne Stakes and Criterion Stakes, after hav- 
ing suffered defeat but twice. In the Clearwell 
Stakes sin* succumbed to Plaudit, then The Rake 
lowered her colors in tin* first Middle Park Plate. 
After winning tin* One Thousand Guineas tin* follow- 
ing season sin* was beaten by Ilippia in the Oaks, 
but, regaining her form, she won the Great York- 
shire Stakes. St. larger an 1 Doncaster Cup: in tin* 
two latter races sin* defeated tin* sensational Derby 
winner. Hermit. Strangely another wonderful two- 
vear-old was defeated in the second Middle Park 
Plate, namely, the flying Lady Elizabeth, which 
won eleven races during 1867. She was. perhaps, 
the ls*st two-year-old tlmt ever carried silk. It was 
in tin* race just mentioned that sin* showed liow 
harshly she had lx*cn worked. Her downfall was 
a bitter blow to her owner, the Marquis of Hasting 
who hist $250,000 over the race, although but half 
the amount he had earlier in that fatal year lost 
on Hermit’s Derby. As a three -year -old Lady 
Elizabeth, which was all but a cripple, started at 
a ridiculously falsi* price in Blue Gown’s Derby. 
About that decade the fillies in s<*ni«* years were 
exceptionally smart. It was in 1K6K that Formosa, 
which ran a dead heat with Moslem for the Two 
Thousand Guineas, carried off the fillies’ “triple 
crown” by winning the One Thousand Guineas, the 
Oaks and 8t. Leger. a “treble” that has since been 
won by Hannah (1871), Apology (1874t. La Fleche 
(18921. Sceptre (1902). and Pretty Polly (1904). 

It was in 1878 that Lord Falmouth’s Wheel of 
Fortune won the Dewlmrst Plate, having run 
through all her two-year-old engagements without 
once suffering defeat. As a three -year-old she 
won the Om* Thousand Guineas, the Epsom Oak 
and Prince of Wales Stakes. Ascot; then unfor 
Ornately broke down at York, which prevented her 
from running in tin* St. Leger. 

Although not a winner of the “classics,” Bee 
wing, which won the Champagne Stakes in 1835. 
was a marvelous marc. During eight seasons on 
the turf sin* won four Doncaster Cups and six New 
castle Cups— then an equally important race. In 
fact, sin* started in sixty-three races, winning no 
fewer than fifty -three. Then she added to her 
fame by producing Newminster. Nunnykirk and 
Honeysuckle. 

Another famous mare about that time was Alice 
Hawthorn. She ran in sixty eight races during 
sewn seasons, winning fifty and a dead heat. At 
the stud she became famous through her sons. 
Thormniiby and Oulston. The former, it will be 
recalled, won the Derby for Janies Merry in 1X66. 
who won over $460,606 in liets alone. It Is worth 
mentioning that the dam of old Beeswing cost but 
$165. while Alice Hawthorn came from a mare 
which never had a bridle on.
